DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6 May 2009 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-21 and 25-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 2-21 and 25-29 are allowable for reasons of record as set forth by 
the examiner in the communication mailed on 10 April 2009, which are 
maintained in light of the documents cited by the applicant in the communication 
filed 6 May 2009. 

With further respect to claims 2-19 and 25, Nathan et al. 
(WO/02067337A2, cited by applicant) fails to show the claimed multimode 
readout circuitry including two ore more capacitors having varying capacitance 
values, wherein the capacitors are arranged in parallel and configured to be 
switched therebetween, providing two or more gains.

With further respect to claims 20, 21, and 26, Nathan etal. 
(WO/02067337A2, cited by applicant) fails to show the claimed multimode 
readout circuitry including the claimed current subtraction circuit. 

With further respect to claim 27, Nathan et al. (WO/02067337A2, cited by 
applicant) fails to show the claimed multimode readout circuitry including multiple 
modes of operation which are switched between using an automatic switch, 
comprising a feedback circuit. 

With further respect to claims 28 and 29, Nathan et al. (WO/02067337A2, 
cited by applicant) fails to show the claimed multimode readout circuitry including 
a reconfigurable circuit determining the mode of operation based on a signal from 
a detector, wherein said signal is generated in response to incident photons. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
